THS SOUTHERN 
CLAIM'S. 


Now that Governor Tilden has spoken 


concerning tho southern claims it is woll to 
hour from southern democrats who are inter- 
ostod in tho matter. These do not all agree 
that the constitutional amendments are in 
the way of payment, or at loast that they 
cannot b« overcome. Hon. B. M. T. Hunter, 
formerly speakar of the House of Kopresen- 
tatives and a leading Virginia politician, 
wrote a letter some time since in which ho 
8how«d how the desired end could bo reached 
in spite of the amendments. Hie plan ia 


"'set forth in tho letter as follows : 


"When the United States government 


wished to transfer their surplus revenue to 
the states, finding that it had no authority 
to give money to states, it saved the con- 
stitutional point and eluded tho difficulty by 
giving a transfer form of loan or deposit 
without interest, to be resumed by the 
United States in certain events in ^pre- 
scribed mode. I propose that §-100,000,- 
000, the eum named by Mr. Lincoln as that 
which ho wns willing to give to the despoiled 
slaveholders, should bo deposited with tho 
aUtes without interest, and in tho samo 
manner to be loaned to tho slaveholder in 
proportion to his losses. Although unable 
to estimate the advantages of these pecuni- 
ary returns to the government of tho United 
States and their people, I should probably 
bo not far wrong in saying that those ad- 
vantages would repay before very long to 
tho whole "Onion expenses of tho original 
outlay. I do not propose cither to attack 
the validity of this nmendruont or to violate 
it. A loan of $-100,000,000 to Blavoholding 
states, without interest, to bo loaned again 
on the iamo terms, without interest or with 
email interest, to bo recalled nt tho pleasure 
of the United States, is no payment in 
whole or in part for tho loss sustained by 
tho BiftvohoHers, and if it bo not, it is no 
violation of tho Fourteenth Amendment. 
Bui in the prcsont depression of the former 
plaTohbWinRintoroBt in tho Hotitli, the loan 


sum might go far to satisfy tho 
t Although it would not pay him. 


Tho United Mtatoi govornmont might thus 
be relieved without any violation of tho 
Fourteenth und Fifteenth »m«ndmcnls to 
tha Constitution, and grcntlj to the ndvunt- 
»g« of nil concerned." 


The lior.rly reception given to Governor 


Hayes at the Centennial grounds yesterday 
was no more than he was justly entitled to, 
as tho Chief Magistrate of a groat Common- 
wealth, as the possible Chief Magistrate of 
the nation, as an upright gentleman who 
has acquitted himself honorably in every 
station to which ho has been called. It was 
Ohio's day at tho Exhibition, and more than 
thirty thousand sons of Ohio camo with their 
honored governor at their head to testify 
their interest in the nation's festival. Nearly 
a hundred thousand others wero 
there 


besides, and not ono of them but would have 
been glad to grasp the hand of the good 
citizen whom tho strange chances of politics 
have brought into so groat prominence. As 
men of all parties greeted Governor Tilden 
on Now York day, so political, differences 
wero for the time forgotten in tbo hearty 
welcom^G of tho Ohio Governor. People are 
pretty woll satisfied by this time, in spito of 
all campaign slanders, that in any event wo 
shall have n President who will personally 
bring no dishonor on tho country, and that 
either candidate is justly entitled to confi- 
dence and respect. Each candidate, too,has 
come hero as the representative of a groat 
Commonwealth, and Ohio had no reason to 
be ashamed of hor representative yesterday, 
nor anything but gratified at the success of 
her Centennial day. There is much more 
to be said of Ohio than Governor Hayes folt 
it his part to say in his modest and graceful 
littlo speech, which was all tho better for 
its modesty and simplicity, and ho may go 
homo assured that both ho and his state will 
be always warmly remembered in Philadel- 
phia.— [Phila. Times. Ind.
